many local and long distance calls as 
they were just a few years ago. It is in- 
teresting to note how the rapid growth 
of Hope is reflected in its telephone sys- 
tem. 


This record demand for service ex- 


ceeds even the busiest days during the 
construction of the Southwestern Prov- 
ing Grounds hefe. 


As a result, existing telephone facili- 


ties are heavily loaded. Additional equip- 
ment representing gross expenditures of 
$15,000 is needed to speed 
telephone 


service for present users, to provide 
service for those waiting, and to make 
room for future growth.

New Telephone Equipment Ordered 
"* 


Earlier this year we ordered a new 


switchboard position and sufficient wire 
and other equipment to bring nearly 500 
new subscriber lines into our central of- 
fice here. 


In common with other businesses, how- 


ever, we are still feeling the material 
shortages caused by the war. Copper and 
lead and lumber are still hard to get. 
Too, it takes months to convert raw ma- 
terials into thc complex telephone equip- 
ment *hat Hope needs. 


We're waiting in line at thc factories 


and the speed with which our orders are 
filled will largely determine the speed 
with which we can rush the equipment 
to Hope.

500 Telephones Connected 
"""^ 


Since the first of this year we have con- 


nected over 500 telephones. Today, only 
23 families in Hope and its adjacent 
rural areas are waiting for telephone 
service. This was done by "stretching" 
existing facilities through such emer- 
gency measures as these: 


FIRST, we are making maximum use 


of party-lines. This enables us to provide 
telephones for more people^ As a result, 
however, we have connected more tele- 
phones to our switchboards than they 
were designed to handle. 


Each day 14,000 local calls are handled 


here—almost DOUBLE the 1940 iigure. 


In the past six years'the number oi lo- 


cal telephones hat DOUBLED—from 1000 
to 2000 station!. 


Six years'ago we had but 15 operators.

American 
citizenship and the 
passport 
in 
their work as journalists. 
They 
came to the United States, 
com- 


plied somehow with the minimum 
requirements, got their passports 
and went back to Europe, Ameri- 
cans now. 
Their nationality is still doubt- 


ful. They probably are, in 
'their 


hearts, citizens of ihc world, but 
are legally entitled to all the priv- 
ileges and the protection whicn are 
guaranteed to genuine Americans. 


Our laws do not distinguish be- 
tween naturalized and native Amer- 
icans. This may be the reason wny 
the protest to Tito speaks only of 
"American Citizens." The Jugoslav 
government, on the other 
hand, 


may have Jegul ground :!or claim- 
ng that naturalized American ;ia- 
:ives o£ European countries, 
par- 


ticularly of Jugoslavia, 
are 
not 


Americans. Even the British, up 
to the time of the first world war, 
claimed that a native American, 
son of parents who hud ueen qprn 
in the British empire 
but 
were 


naturalized Americans, was :iever- 
tlielcss a British subject, though 
not a British citizen, and subject 
to their military draft. They waived 
when the issue was made, but that 
decision was dictated by tact and 
consideration nor the much greater 
return in American good will. In 
a legal contest they undoubtedly 
could have proved that their law 
was just as respectable as ours 
and they had physical custody 
of 
the subject.

American 
citizenship and the 
passport 
in 
their work as journalists. 
They 
came to the United States, 
com- 


plied somehow with the minimum 
requirements, got their passports 
and went back to Europe, Ameri- 
cans now. 
Their nationality is still doubt- 


ful. They probably are, in 
'their 


hearts, citizens of ihc world, but 
are legally entitled to all the priv- 
ileges and the protection whicn are 
guaranteed to genuine Americans. 


Our laws do not distinguish be- 
tween naturalized and native Amer- 
icans. This may be the reason wny 
the protest to Tito speaks only of 
"American Citizens." The Jugoslav 
government, on the other 
hand, 


may have Jegul ground :!or claim- 
ng that naturalized American ;ia- 
:ives o£ European countries, 
par- 


ticularly of Jugoslavia, 
are 
not 


Americans. Even the British, up 
to the time of the first world war, 
claimed that a native American, 
son of parents who hud ueen qprn 
in the British empire 
but 
were 


naturalized Americans, was :iever- 
tlielcss a British subject, though 
not a British citizen, and subject 
to their military draft. They waived 
when the issue was made, but that 
decision was dictated by tact and 
consideration nor the much greater 
return in American good will. In 
a legal contest they undoubtedly 
could have proved that their law 
was just as respectable as ours 
and they had physical custody 
of 
the subject.

Further, he believes that hanging 
11 men won't discourage future ag- 
gressive war, "for no one makes 
aggiessive war unless he expects to 
win."

make the mosl of it!" Where docs 
justice end and vengeance begin? 
Is there no clement of vengeance 
in American laws which permit the 
execution of men for an individual 
murder or kidnaping or rape? And 
why should that clement be absent 
in the trial of men who planned, or- j 
dcred or executed these crimes by} 
the millions?

Senator Taft implied that the cl- 
, emcnt of vengeance might 
have 


been ruled out if Ihc Nir/.i war lead- 
ers hud been given only lite 
im- 


prisonment. But, if the vengeance 
molive is wrong, why should 
not 


any punishment be equally venge- 
ful? 


The senator is also disturbed by 


the ex - post - facto law 
under 


which the Nazis were tried. It is 
true thai the nations of the world 
waited until after a war that took 
the lives of an estimated 30,000.000 
persons to decide that causing the 
dcalh of HO,000,000 persons was

1 .•rime. But to have avoided a legal 


'faux pas at Nuernberg it would 
been necessary to wait ior another 
world war before trying its instiga- 
tors— 
provided, of course,

any instigators, counsel or judges 
survived. 


Then there is Mr. Taft's conten- 


tion that outlawing aggression won't 
do much good, since no one makes 
aggressive war unless he expects 
to win. That, from a lawyer, seems 
inconsistanl.
